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The Birth of a Beautiful Pearl 


The birth of a pearl has long been veiled in mystery and 
this has brought about many legends down through the ages. 


A grain of sand or some other foreign matter comes into 
the shell of the pearl oyster and since it has no means to 
expell such foreign matter it covers the object with a secretion 
to ease the discomfort. This in time becomes what is called 
a natural pearl. 


Applying this accident of nature by deliberately inserting 
a littlke round nucleus into the side of the pearl oyster the 
identical process results and this in time creates the 
CULTURED PEARL. 


At first we collect the larvae of pearl oysters which are 
found freely in the water during breeding season and deposit 
them in selected spots on the ocean bed for three years. 

At the end of this time we bring up these three year old 
oysters to be prepared for processing: which consists of 
inserting a nucleus of pig toeshell, found in the Mississippi 
River, into the mantle. 

Pearls grow around the irritants and after a lapse of several 


years of cultivation the oyster is opened and a BEAUTIFUL 
LUSTROUS PEARL IS BORN.
